BY Themoſt naturall form for the childe to come 
IMitothe world, is when the head comes forward, 
the hands being ſtretched upon the hips. 
The things which are the cauſes of a womans 
&ivery, are three ; firſt, the want 07reſpira- 
tonand air, for the infant. The ſecond is the 
mat of nouriſhment, of which when the infans 
finds a defeR in his mothers womb, he is forced 
to ſeek it in another place. The third is the 
mrrowneſs of the place where the infant lies, ſo 
he is forced to ſeek room other-where, 
which makes him to break the membranes 
herein he was contained, preſſing and con- 
kung the mother by the ſharpneſs of thoſe 
waters, to do her duty for his releaſe.

T3 ſignes of this Diſeaſe are paine in the 
head, accompanied with a Fever, redneſs

,you may give the child if it be able to 
take it, this Julep to be uſed very often: take 
of Cordial waters two ounces and a hath, ſyrup 
of Limons. one ounce,minglc it ,and uſe it oft- 
ez 4-Or five hours after give him of powder of 
Unicorns-horn,and Bezoar. Now to keep this 
yenemous humor from attaching the eyes,temr- 
per alittle Saffron ina ſmal quantity of Plant- 
an and Roſe-water, and rubthe eyclids ; or 
you may anoint them with Tutie: For keep 
Ing them from the noſe, take Roſe-water,and 
Betonie-water, of each an ounce, Vinegar half 
an ounce, juiceot Pomgranates fx ounces, in 
which ſteep two drams of Santalum, and two 
drams of the powder of Citron peel ; adde to 
this ſix grains of Saffron,and make a medecine 
for the child to ſmel often to; the ſame Mede- 
cine wil ſerve for the ears, by topping them 
with a little cotton. 

To preſervethe mouth, and throat, and 
tongue, take this gargariſm; take whole Barley 
one handful, Plantain leaves, leaves of Oxal:z, 
Arnogloſs, Agrimonic, and Verbena, of each 
one handful, boyl this to the quantity of 11x 
ounces,diffolving in it ſyrup of dry Roſes,and 
Pomegranares, of each halt an ounce , Saftron 
half a ſcruple. 

To preſerve the Lungs,uſe ſyrup of 7ujubes, 


Violets, and Ncnuphar: when they are fully 
come 
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omeout, to make them dye the more quickly, 
rub the face with oyl of ſweet Almonds dram# 
without fire. Or uſe this Ointment; take old 
Lard, cut it in ſmal pieces,and melt it in apot, 
then ſtrein,then beat it,and mingle it with wa 
ter for your uſe.

Fuſed all the meanes that art impoſeth'to affiſt 
her, yet could ſhe not expel it for all theſe long 
paines: whercupon finding ſome ftrange ap- 
pechenlions in her Iwondered ; for in all the 
time of my praftice Tnever knew ſuch a thing 
as thatdangecrous in. my life. But } afterwards 
faund this apprehenſion tocomefrom a certain 
accident that had hapned to a Siſter of hers, 
who being with child carried it very wel to the 
end of the ninth monerh , at the end of which 
ſhe began to be in paine, as If ſhe would have

old facificates the birch; I confeſs as to facili, 
tating of thebirth ic may ſomething avail; on- 
ly Imuſt add this alſo,tbat it is better to dravv 
ayvay the chil 1chen to break it; and morcover 
it is better to be ſomething longer in Travail 
then to incur 2. or 3. evils vvhich ordinarily 
happen 3 the firſt is, that the Child inthe end 
of the eleventh moneth doth mck2 certain in- 
deavours to free it (elf fram the belly of the 
Mother; and vvithourt doubt his fickt indeavour 
istoturn himſelf in the belly of the Mother;
